The world is full of armchair Christians; pious 
good-intentioned, b ut lacking the urge to b e 
Christians of action. 
They have little or no con­ 
ception of the vast need around them for men and 
women who will take part in. rather than merely 
applaud, the efforts of more earnest souls to b uild 
a b etter world. 
A new social age is in the making. 
In discus­ 
sions ab out the coming peace, religious leaders in­ 
variab ly emphasize the right of all men, whatever 
their race, creed, or color, to political, social, and 
economic opportunity. 
To assure enjoyment of 
equal rights means a constant fight against the 
evils of ignorance, intolerance, and greed which 
tend to keep minorities in sub jection and fear and 
at such low economic levels as to menace the 
general well-b eing. 
These conditions will not b e remendied merely 
b y talking ab out them, nor b y localized, haphazard 
attempts to deal with prob lems that are world­ 
wide in scope and nature. 
The need is two-fold: 
first, to arouse a sense of social responsib ility ev­ 
erywhere, and. second, to stimulate constructive 
collective action toward a b etter community and 
national life. 
It is the churches’ responsib ility to encourage 
memb ers to b ecome more humanity-minded; to 
realize that the b earing of others’ b urdens is b oth 
a duty and a privilege, and that, in truth, unless
